"I  can't  explain  it."

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MORMON  MISSIONARIES 
MEET  CHURCHILL:  Few  people 
have  ever  had  the  opportunity 
recently  afforded  two  mission- 
aries of  the  British  Mission — that 
of  meeting  Sir  Winston  Churchill 
personally  and  informally  in  his 
private  study. 

Elders  G.  Edwards  Baddley, 
associate  editor  of  the  Millennial 
Star  and  Rodney  H.  Brady, 
British  Mission  Secretary, 
escorted  Dr.  Max  Haenle  of 
Tubingen,  Germany,  to  Chatwell 
House,  the  400-year-old  country 
home  of  Winston  Churchill. 

Dr.  Haenle  was  in  London  to 
present  Churchill  with  valuable 
gifts  from  the  University  of 
Tubingen  in  appreciation  for  a 
kindness  the  Prime  Minister 
showed  these  people  nine  years 
ago.  The  German  doctor  since 
his  visit  to  Salt  Lake  City  in 
1927,  has  become  acquainted  with 
many  of  the  Church  leaders  and 
had  contacted  the  British  Mis- 
sion headquarters,  where  ar- 
rangements were  made  to  take 
him  to  Chartwell  House. 

While  the  party  was  at  Little 
Chartwell  House,  Churchill,  his 
son-in-law  and  bodyguard  came 
down  the  path.  They  were  intro- 
duced to  the  Elders  and  Dr. 
Haenle  who  presented  the  uni- 
versity gifts.  The  trio  was  in- 
vited to  Chartwell  House  where 
they  were  entertained  in 
Churchill's  private  study  by  Mon- 
tique  Brown,  the  Prime  Minis- 
ter's private  secretary. 

Elders  Baddley  and  Brady  then 
presented  the  Prime  Minister 
with  a  leather-bound  volume  of 
the  "Triple  Combination."  Hej 
hurriedly  thumbed  through  the 
volume  and  thanked  the  givers, 
making  a  toast  to  their  health.

COLLEGE    IN    HAWAII:    The 

Church  will  add  another  college 
to  its  fast-growing  school  system. 
Announcement  was  made  re- 
cently of  the  decision  to  establish 
a  Junior  College  in  Hawaii.  Dr. 
Reuben  D.  Law.  Dean  of  the 
School  of  Education  of  the  Brig- 
ham  Young  University,  will  be- 
come president  of  the  new  col- 
lege. 

A  statement  by  the  First  Persi- 
dency  indicated  that  Dr.  Law, 
accompanied  by  Dr.  Clarence 
Cottam,  dean  of  the  College  of 
Biological  and  Agricultural 
Sciences  at  B.Y.U.,  and  Kenneth 
S.  Bennion,  director  of  the 
L.D.S.  Business  College,  will 
leave  in  a  few  days  for  Hawaii  to 
make  the  preliminary  study  of 
buildings  and  details  for  estab- 
lishment of  the  school. 

Steps  necessary  for  comple- 
tion of  the  project  will  be  taken 
following  their  report. 

"It  is  hoped,"  said  the  First 
Presidency,  "that  the  buildings 
will  be  built  and  that  the  new 
junior  college  will  begin  opera- 
tions in  the  fall  of  1955. 

"This  new  school  is  being 
created  at  the  request  of  the 
Saints  living  in  the  Hawaiian 
Islands  and  will  be  a  long  step 
forward  in  giving  them  educa- 
tional opportunities  of  the  same 
nature  as  are  provided  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  living  on  the 
mainland."

On  October  5th,  1950,  the  Lord  again  made 
his  will  manifest  by  choosing  another  Apostle 
to  be  a  special  witness  of  his  life,  death,  resur- 
rection, and  works.  This  time  the  calling 
came  to  Delbert  Leon  Stapley. 

The  Apostle  is  a  native  of  Arizona,  having 
been  born  in  the  then  small  town  of  Mesa, 
fifty-seven  years  ago. 

He  is  tall  and  straight  as  any  pine.  Well- 
proportioned,  strong,  and  vigorous,  his  ap- 
pearance is  commanding  and  his  approach 
positive;  there  seems  to  be  a  pleasing  blending 
of  self-assurance  and  deep  humility.  He  has 
a  twinkle  in  his  eye  and  a  smile  easily  pro- 
voked with  a  voice  strong  and  forceful. 

Up  from  the  ranks  came  this  Authority,  and 
in  his  appointment  is  seen  the  genius  of  this 
great  Church  of  the  Master  in  which  any 
deacon,  teacher,  or  priest  may  someday  be 
called  to  high  places. 

Elder  Stapley  was  born  in  a  good  Latter-day 
Saint  home,  where  were  love,  consideration, 
and  filial  devotion.  His  father,  Orley  S. 
Stapley,  and  his  mother,  Polly  May  Hunsaker, 
were  community  and  home  builders.  As  a  re- 
sult Delbert  and  his  five  brothers  and  three 
sisters  grew  up  in  an  atmosphere  of  culture 
and  love  and  faith.  Here  the  lad  learned  to 
pray,  to  work,  and  to  share  and  sacrifice  for 
himself  and  others  in  the  family. 

His  youth  followed  somewhat  the  same  pat- 
tern of  other  boys  of  the  community.  Athletic 
and  vigorous,  he  found  pleasure  in  the  games 
of  contest,  and  he  carries  his  love  of  sports  to 
this  day,  being  a  consistent  golfer.  In  the 
orchestra  he  played  the  violin. 

But  his  youth  was  shorter  than  most  boys 
enjoy,  for  he  was  called  into  the  mission  field 
when  he  was  but  eighteen  years  of  age. 
Maturity  ended  boyishness  as  he  absorbed 
himself  in  his  new-found  work.  So  outstand- 
ing was  he  that  President  Charles  A.  Callis 
called  him  to  be  the  conference  president  in 
Kentucky  while  yet  in  his  teens,  and  here  he 
began  his  career  of  presidency,  giving  leader- 
ship to  some  fourteen  missionaries.  He  was 
most  conscientious  and  was  much  concerned 
in  the  welfare  of  the  people. 

On  January  14,  1918,  Elder  Stapley  and 
Ethel  Davis  were  married  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple.  Sister  Stapley  is  a  charming  woman, 
refined  and  sweet;  she  is  a  bit  retiring  but  is 


sympathetic,  understanding,  and  cooperative. 
She  complements  her  husband  and  supports 
him  in  all  his  work.  Their  family  consists  of 
three  children  who  are  now  all  married — 
Orley  their  only  son  and  their  two  daughters 
Berdine  and  Phyllis. 

He  served  his  country  in  the  marines  in 
World  War  I,  and  later  joined  the  National 
Guard,  where  he  served  nine  and  one-half 
years.  He  was  commissioned  captain,  Sep- 
tember 12,  1^24,  and  when  he  retired  from  the 
service  about  1934,  he  had  the  rank  of  major. 

Though  he  had  been  active  all  his  life  in  all 
phases  of  the  Church  programme,  his  first 
major  assignment  after  his  mission  came  when 
he  was  sustained  while  still  about  twenty 
years  of  age  as  an  assistant  officer  in  the  stake 
Y.M.M.I.A.  About  two  years  later,  Delbert 
was  sustained  as  superintendent  of  the  stake 
Y.M.M.I.A.  This  was  a  pretentious  work  for 
a  twenty-two-year  old,  and  perhaps  he  was 
one  of  the  youngest  stake  superintendents  in 
the  Church.  So  efficient  and  forceful  was  his 
work  that  after  seventeen  years  he  was  still 
stake  M.I. A.  superintendent  when  the  Mari- 
copa Stake  was  divided  in  1938.  During 
twelve  years  of  this  time,  he  had  also  served 
in  the  high  council,  and  was  then  released  to 
become  first  counsellor  in  the  Phoenix  Stake 
which  position  he  occupied  for  approximately 
ten  years.  Here  he  served  valiantly  until 
December  5,  1947,  when  he  was  sustained  as 
president  of  the  Phoenix  Stake. 

Elder  Stapley  was  chosen  by  the  Lord  to 
the  position  he  now  holds  because  in  him  are 
outstanding  qualities  in  abundance.  And  ser- 
vice and  power,  experience  and  wisdom, 
energy  and  devotion,  blended  together  into  a 
perfect  whole,  to  put  this  man  in  a  position 
where  he  can  make  an  outstanding  contribu- 
tion to  the  building  of  the  kingdom.  He  has 
been  constant  and  has  never  failed.  There 
have  been  day-to-day  surmounting  of 
obstacles,  solution  of  problems,  a  meeting  of 
situations.  He  has  been  a  faithful  deacon,  an 
energetic  teacher,  a  worthy  priest,  an  orthodox 
instructor,  a  resourceful  auxiliary  worker,  a 
common-sense  counsellor,  and  an  undaunted 
and  courageous  stake  president.

"YE  ARE  THE  SALT  OF  THE  EARTH— YE  ARE  THE  LIGHT  OF  THE 
WORLD."  (Matt.  5:13,  14.) 

These  few  words  are  numbered  among  the  greatest  that  fell  from  the  lips  of  the 
Saviour  as  He  sat  upon  the  mount  instructing  His  disciples.  The  condition  under  which 
he  uttered  this  immortal  sermon  was  one  of  peace  despite  the  religious  confusion  that 
existed  in  the  world  at  that  time,  and  these  words  are  an  assurance  to  His  disciples 
that  He  considered  those  who  were  obedient  to  His  commandments  as  a  leaven  of 
righteousness,  a  leaven  which  was  indispensable  to  a  doubting  world;  for  as  Abraham 
asked  the  Lord  concerning  Sodom  and  Gormorrah — "Wilt  thou  also  destroy  the 
righteous  with  the  wicked?"  The  Lord  answered  him  and  said,  "I  will  not  destroy  it 
for  ten's  sake."  (Gen.  18:23,  32.)  The  fate  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah  was  dependent 
upon  the  few  righteous  people  who  dwelt  within  its  walls  and  as  soon  as  they  left  the 
city  the  harsh  judgment  of  the  Lord  came  upon  the  people  who  dwelt  there  and  the  city 
was  destroyed.  That  is  why  the  Lord  said  to  His  faithful  disciples,  "YE  ARE  THE 
SALT  OF  THE  EARTH— YE  ARE  THE  LIGHT  OF  THE  WORLD."  Their  mere 
existence  acted  as  a  preservative  for  a  doubting  world. 

Since  the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  in  1830  the  leaven  of  the  earth  has  become 
more  intense  and  the  salt  of  the  earth  has  increased  its  savour.  The  thousands  of 
people  all  over  the  world  who  are  accepting  the  Gospel  every  year  are  bcoming  the 
Latter-day  disciples  of  Christ  and  the  above  words  which  He  uttered  in  the  Sermon  on 
the  Mount  apply  just  as  much  to  us  today  as  they  did  to  the  disciples  of  ancient 
times. 

The  Lord  went  on  to  say:  "but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour,  wherewith  shall  it  be 
salted?  It  is  thenceforth  good  for  nothing,  but  to  be  cast  out,  and  to  be  trodden  under 
foot  of  men. 

A  city  that  is  set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid.  Neither  do  men  light  a  candle  ,and  put 
it  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick:  and  it  giveth  light  unto  all  that  are  in  the  house." 
And  then  He  admonished  us  with  all  the  sincerity  of  a  loving  father  when  He  said, 
"LET  YOUR  LIGHT  SO  SHINE  BEFORE  MEN,  THAT  THEY  MAY  SEE  YOUR 
GOOD  WORKS,  AND  GLORIFY  YOUR  FATHER  WHICH  IS  IN  HEAVEN." 
(Matt.  5:13-16.) 

These  words  apply  to  every  Latter-day  Saint  and  ours  is  a  light  shining  in  the  dark- 
ness. The  members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  form  a  leaven 
of  righteousness  which  is  made  up  of  the  salt  of  the  earth,  and  we,  as  members  of  the 
Church,  should  recognize  this  fact  and  magnify  our  callings,  however  small  they  might 
be,  to  such  an  extent  that  our  light  might  shine  before  men  with  such  brilliancy  that  they 
will  find  it  impossible  to  deny  the  efficacy  of  our  good  works.  For  unto  you  the  promise 
is  given  that  if  you  strive  to  obey  the  commandments  of  God  with  all  the  fervancy  of 
your  heart  and  pattern  your  life  in  such  a  way  that  you  will  be  an  example  of  righteous- 
ness to  all  those  with  whom  you  associate,  exaltation  in  the  Celestial  Kingdom  of  God 
will  be  your  reward;  for  as  the  Lord  has  expressed,  "If  thou  wilt  do  good,  yea,  and  hold 
out  faithful  to  the  end,  thou  shalt  be  saved  in  the  kingdom  of  God,  which  is  the  greatest 
of  all  the  gifts  of  God:  for  there  is  no  gift  greater  than  the  gift  of  salvation." 
(D.  &  C.  6:  13.) 

And  so  remember,  "YE  ARE  THE  SALT  OF  THE  EARTH— YE  ARE  THE 
LIGHT  OF  THE  WORLD."    May  we  all  pattern  our  lives  accordingly!

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Blessings  Through  Faithfulness 


Address  given  Gen.  Conference,  October,  1952, 

by  Elder  Delbert  Leon  Stapley  of  the  Quorum 

of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 


My  Brothers  and  Sisters, — I  have  rejoiced  in 
the  spiritual  messages  of  this  conference.  My 
faith  has  been  stimulated.  I  have  resolved  to 
be  more  devoted  and  more  diligent  in  my  ser- 
vice to  the  Master.  1  do  not  want  to  take 
much  time  this  afternoon,  and  the  things  that 
1  had  thought  of  saying,  1  think  I  shall  reserve 
for  some  future  time. 

1  need  the  strength  of  the  Lord  as  I  talk  to 
you  for  a  few  moments,  and  do  solicit  an 
interest  in  your  faith  and  prayers,  my  brothers 
and  sisters. 

This  conference  has  been  devoted  to  a  love 
for  an  appreciation  of  the  great  blessings  that 
the  Church  affords  "to  each  of  us.  We  have 
been  challenged  to  devoted  service  and  to  live 
according  to  the  standards,  the  ideals,  and  the 
teachings  of  this  great  Church  of  ours.  I 
also  hope  we  have  left  the  need  of  searching 
for  the  blessings  of  the  fathers,  that  those 
things  enjoyed  by  the  ancients  may  be  restored 
to  us  and  enjoyed  by  us  in  this  the  Dispensa- 
tion of  the  Fullness  of  Times. 

I  remember  that  the  progenitor  of  the  great 
Israelite  family  was  not  satisfied  with  the  con- 
ditions found  in  his  homeland,  and  said  to 
secure  happiness  and  peace  it  was  necessary 
for  him  to  seek  for  the  blessings  of  the  father, 
and  the  right  to  administer  the  same.  He  had 
been  a  follower  of  righteousness,  desiring  to 
receive  instructions  and  to  keep  the  command- 
ments of  God,  and  sought  the  great  blessings 
of  the  priesthood,  and  to  be  a  father  of  many 
nations. 

And  as  descendants  of  this  great  leader,  we, 
too,  should  be  followers  after  righteousness, 
and  should  seek  to  know  the  mind  and  will 
of  God  in  order  that  our  lives  might  conform 
thereto. 

I  remember  the  great  devotion  of  Enoch, 
who  laboured  constantly  and  faithfully  to  per- 
fect his  people  that  they  might  behold  the  face 
of  God,  and  enjoy  his  presence.  He  laboured 
valiantly  as  a  servant  of  the  Master,  and  while 
many  failed  to  accept  the  gospel  message  of 
salvation,  there  were  many  who  did,  and 
through  obedience  to  the  gosped,  they  were 
perfected,  and  were  not  only  permitted  to  look 


upon  the  face  of  God  but  were  privileged  to 
dwell  in  his  presence  and  become  so  sancti- 
fied that  the  Lord  received  them  to  Himself. 

Moses  the  great  deliverer  of  the  Israelites, 
sought  through  the  Holy  Priesthood  and  the 
gospel  of  the  Redeemer  to  perfect  and  sanctify 
the  Israelites  as  they  wandered  in  the  wilder- 
ness, but  they  would  not  obey  the  great  law  of 
the  gospel.  They  could  not  forget  the  idolatry 
and  the  fleshpots  of  Egypt;  they  sought  to 
worship  images  and  do  things  that  were  con- 
trary to  what  God  would  have  them  do;  and 
as  a  result  this  great  leader  was  unable  to  per- 
fect his  people  to  behold  the  face  of  their  God 
as  he  attempted  to  do,  therefore  God  took 
Moses,  the  Holy  Priesthood,  and  the  gospel 
from  the  Israelites,  and  in  the  place  of  the 
gospel  with  its  great  blessings,  gave  them  the 
carnal  code  of  laws. 

The  Saviour  came  at  the  appointed  time, 
and  this  carnal  code  of  laws  given  as  a  school- 
master to  prepare  the  children  of  God  for  his 
coming,  failed  in  its  great  purpose. 

But  the  Lord  established  his  work,  called 
chosen  servants  to  assist  him  in  the  service  of 
the  ministry,  and  as  the  Apostle  said  to  the 
Ephesians, 

"...  he  gave  some  apostles;  and  some 
prophets;  and  some  evangelists;  and  some 
pastors  and  teachers; 

For  the  perfecting  of  the  saints;  for  the 
work  of  the  ministry,  for  the  edifying  of  the 
body  of  Christ.  (Eph.  4:  11-12.) 

These  devoted  servants  gave  their  time  and 
talents  willingly  to  the  saving  of  souls,  but 
apostasy  crept  in,  and  the  great  work  of  the 
apostles  and  others  in  a  measure,  was  lost. 
They  failed  to  perfect  the  people  to  behold  the 
face  of  their  Redeemer. 

And  again  in  this  day,  the  same  officers  are 
in  the  Church  and  kingdom  of  God,  and  have 
the  same  commission  of  perfecting  the  Saints 
and  edifying  the  body  of  Christ. 

Now,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  it  seems  to  me 
we  do  have  a  great  responsibility  as  members 
of  the  Church,  for  the  Lord  has  placed  upon

Sister  Cora  Isabel  (Wilson)  Futter  was  born 
on  a  farm  named  Harefield  in  the  Peddie  Dis- 
trict, Cape,  on  the  29th  of  July,  188,  of  Scotch 
and  German  parents.  Her  early  life  was 
similar  to  many  other  youth  who  grew  up  in 
that  period  in  the  humble  home  of  their 
parents. 

In  1908  Sister  Futter  married  Brother 
Edward  Lewis  Futter  whose  parents  were 
descendants  of  the  1820  Settlers.  They  spent 
most  of  their  early  married  life  in  the  Tran- 
skei  areas  where  they  raised  a  family  of  nine 
children— six  girls  and  three  boys. 

The  Futter  family  eventually  moved  to  East 
London,  and  lived  in  Southernwood.  Here  the 
two  youngest  children,  Temple  and  Nola 
started  playing  with  the'Jubber  children  whose 
parents  were  members  of  the  Church.  This 
led  to  Sister  Futter  and  her  eldest  daughters 
being  invited  to  attend  a  church  meeting  by 
sister  Maud  Jubber.  At  this  very  first  meet- 
ing, that  Sister  Futter  attended,  she  imme- 
diately recognised  the  teachings  of  the 
Church  to  be  the  true  Gospel,  and  expressed 
her  wish  to  be  baptised.  President  Martin, 
the  mission  President,  advised  the  family  to 
wait  at  least  six  months  during  which  time 
they  could  study  and  get  acquainted  with  the 
teachings  of  the  Gospel  before  they  entered 
the  waters  of  baptism.  Quoting  Sister  Futter's 
own  words  at  the  time  she  said: 

"If  you  make  me  wait  six  years  I  will  still 
join  the  Church  because  I  know  it  is  true." 

On  January  20th,  1929,  Brother  and  Sister 
Futter  and  their  four  eldest  daughters  were 
baptised.  Their  eldest  son  Reaford  was  bap- 
tised a  year  later  and  as  the  younger  children 
became  of  age  they  too  entered  the  waters  of 
baptism. 

From  the  beginning  of  her  membership  in 
the  Church  Sister  Futter  has  been  a  very 
active  member,  an  outstanding  worker,  and 
an  example  to  her  associates.  She  has  worked 
hard  in  the  Relief  Society,  been  a  faithful 
Sunday  School  attender,  and  has  proved  her- 
self outstanding  in  all  activities  as  she  worked 
in  various  auxiliaries  in  the  Church.    With  the 
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moving  of  the  Futter  family  to  a  dairy  farm 
about  seven  miles  out  of  East  London,  Sister 
Futter  proved  her  faith  and  interest  by  travel- 
ling the  great  distance,  despite  the  lack  of 
transport,  to  attend  her  Church  meetings — 
many  times  having  to  walk,  with  her  children, 
a  large  part  of  the  distance. 

In  1937  the  Futter  family  moved  to  Springs 
where  one  of  her  daughters  had  settled  after 
being  married.  This  was  a  great  loss  to  East 
London  and  a  gain  for  Springs.  Sister  Futter 
with  her  children  (who  all  but  two  have  mar- 
ried in  the  Church),  became  the  backbone  of 
the  branch,  helping  it  to  grow  and  progress. 
Sister  Futter  has  raised  a  lot  of  money  for  the 
Relief  Society  and  the  building  fund  with 
Jumble  Sales,  sewing,  baking  cakes,  and  mak- 
ing jams  and  chutney  for  the  different  bazaars 
and  Cake  Sales.  All  but  two  of  the  nine 
Futter  children  are  very  active  members  of 
the  Spring  Branch,  her  eldest  son  having 
served  as  president  of  the  Branch  at  one  time 
along  with  her  four  daughters  who  have 
served,  at  various  times,  as  Relief  Society 
Presidents  and  Primary  Mothers.  The  grand- 
children, who  number  twenty  now,  are  mak- 
ing their  presence  felt  in  the  branch  by  their 
activity;  the  one  grand-son  being  President  of 
the  M.I.A.  and  also  the  Branch  Clerk.    Apart 
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us  the  responsibility  of  carrying  this  gospel 
message  to  every  nation,  kindred,  tongue,  and 
people.  I  do  not  think  we  can  accomplish  the 
great  purposes  the  Lord  has  placed  upon  us 
unless  we  perfect  ourselves  and  sanctify  our 
souls  to  enjoy  the  inspiration  and  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  each  of  us  is  en- 
titled to  as  baptised  and  faithful  members  of 
his  kingdom.  I  believe  a  bishop  called  to  pre- 
side over  a  ward  needs  to  perfect  and  sanctify 
himself  above  that  of  his  brethren  and  sisters, 
otherwise  he  cannot  give  the  quality  of  leader- 
ship required  in  his  ward. 

I  think  that  same  principle  holds  true  for  a 
president  of  a  stake,  and  on  up  to  and  includ- 
ing the  President  of  the  Church.  I  am  sure 
that  in  our  beloved  President  we  have  an  in- 
dividual who  has  well  perfected  himself,  en- 
joys the  love  of  our  Creator,  and  is  inspired  of 
him  in  the  great  ministry  and  service  he  ren- 
ders to  his  fellow  men. 

My  brother  and  sisters,  we  need  to  incor- 
porate into  our  lives  all  the  refining  influences 
of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  There  is  much 
that  pertains  to  the  gospel  we  need  to  know, 
and  that  we  need  to  use  for  our  own  benefit 
and  blessing. 

Not  so  long  ago  I  heard  a  man  excom- 
municated from  the  Church  indict  the  leader- 
ship of  the  Church  for  their  failure  to  teach  the 
virtues  of  life,  that  would  prevent  many  of  our 
brothers  and  sisters  from  going  astray  and 
doing  things  that  cause  them  to  fail  to  receive 
the  great  blessings  of  this  Church. 

We  need  to  consider  the  principle  of 
honesty.  Our  beloved  President  mentioned  it 
in  his  talk  to  the  priesthood  last  evening.  We 
must  be  honest  and  sincere  as  a  people.  We 
cannot  lie  nor  cheat  in  our  dealings.  We 
should  not  take  advantage  of  our  fellowmen. 
We  cannot  receive  something  that  we  have  not 
worked  for  and  earned.  As  a  people,  we  need 
to  teach  the  principle  of  honesty;  it  is  a  virtue 
that  makes  for  character  and  good  Latter-day 
Saints. 

We  need  to  be  true.  We  need  to  be  chaste. 
We  have  heard  much  said  about  chastity  in  the 
sessions  of  this  conference. 

Now,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  there  are 
many  other  simple  virtues  that  go  to  make  up 
good  character.  Let  us  consider  these  simple 
virtues  as  important  in  the  perfecting  and 
sanctifying  of  our  souls,  that  in  obeying  these 
divine  principles  we  may  perfect  and  sanctify 
ourselves  not  only  to  behold  the  face  of  God, 


but  also  to  be  worthy  when  he  comes  the 
second  time — to  enjoy  his  presence  and  be 
with  him  in  the  great  ministrations  that  he  has 
to  accomplish  among  the  children  of  men. 

We  need  also  to  consider,  as  parents  and 
particularly  couples  of  the  age  that  can  expect 
more  children  in  the  home,  and  also  our  young 
people  who  are  anticipating  marriage,  when 
they  accept  the  great  responsibility  of  bringing 
children  into  this  world  they  cannot  take  the 
position  that  because  they  have  gone  into  the 
temples  of  our  God  and  been  sealed  by  the 
power  of  the  priesthood  for  time  and  all 
eternity,  that  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  assure 
to  their  children  every  blessmg  and  benefit  it  is 
their  right  to  expect. 

1  would  advocate  that  every  Latter-day  Saint 
young  man  and  woman  anticipating  marriage, 
go  into  the  temples  of  our  God  and  by  the 
authority  of  the  priesthood  be  sealed  for  time 
and  for  all  eternity.  But  I  would  want  them, 
and  I  would  want  all  other  married  couples  ex- 
pecting children  into  their  homes  to  remember 
that  they  must  be  ever  faithful  to  their  cove- 
nants. I  want  them  to  remember  that  they 
must  utilize  their  God-given  gifts,  these 
heavenly  endowments  of  the  spirit,  that  each 
is  blessed  with,  that  when  children  come,  they 
may  receive  all  parental  gifts  and  blessings 
that  they  should  enjoy,  and  have  a  right  to  ex- 
pect being  born  under  the  new  and  everlast- 
ing covenant  of  marriage. 

Now,  it  is  important  to  us  as  parents  to  re- 
member our  responsibility  in  respect  to  all  of 
these  holy  ordinances  and  covenants  entered 
into  in  the  temples  of  our  God.  We  must  keep 
them  sacred,  and  do  nothing  to  violate  the  pro- 
visions of  these  covenants,  otherwise  the  bless- 
ings that  are  pronounced  upon  us,  and  all 
blessings  are  predicated  upon  our  obedience, 
will  not  be  ours  to  enjoy  and  perhaps  we  shall 
net  bestow  to  our  children  the  gifts  and  en- 
dowments that  they  have  a  right  to  receive. 

And  I  know,  that  in  addition  to  keeping 
sacred  and  holy  these  ordinances,  and  being 
faithful  throughout  our  lives,  we  must  also 
develop  the  native  talents  God  has  blessed  us 
with,  and  they  can  be  developed  in  the  service 
of  this  Church,  for  if  men  and  women  will 
develop  their  talents,  they  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  passing  on  to  their  children  these 
great  blessings  and  gifts  of  the  Spirit.  And  so, 
when  we  consider  perfecting  ourselves  and 
sanctifying   our  souls  to   behold   the  face   of 
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THOUGHTS  DETERMINE  CHARACTER

It  has  been  said,  "Our  best  friends  and  our 
worst  enemies  are  our  thoughts.  A  thought 
can  do  us  more  good  than  a  doctor  or  a 
banker  or  a  faithful  friend.  It  can  also  do  us 
more  harm  than  a  brick."  (Dr.  Frank  Crane.) 
When  a  person  just  stops  and  thinks  about 
this,  he  realizes  that  thoughts  are  the  seeds  of 
acts,  and  acts  are  the  sign-posts  of  a  person's 
destiny.  "As  a  man  thinketh  in  his  heart,  so 
is  he."  (Proverbs  23:  7.)  In  short,  thoughts 
really  make  us  what  we  are.  A  man  must 
grow  from  within,  not  from  without.  It  all 
stems  back  to  the  great  and  wonderful  prin- 
ciple of  Eternal  Progression  by  which  man 
must  either  progress  or  retrogress. 

Isn't  it  a  wonderful  and  marvellous  thing 
that  each  one  of  us  has  the  honour,  privilege 
and  responsibility  of  building,  developing,  and 
carving  our  destinies — destinies  that  will  last 
eternally.  Each  one  of  us  are  the  architects 
of  our  fate,  the  engineers  of  our  development, 
and  captains  of  our  destiny.  This  is  a  big 
responsibility.  It  can  be  either  a  privilege 
and  an  honour,  by  which  the  individual  strives 
with  a  heart  full  of  love  and  gratitude  to  build 
a  temple  out  of  the  lumber  of  his  life,  or  it 
can  be  drudgery,  dull  and  sad,  where  a  person 
carelessly  builds  a  tavern  of  his  life  by  his 
actions  and  thoughts.  The  soul  is  dyed  with 
the  colour  of  its  leisure  thoughts. 

Another  principle  of  tremendous  impor- 
tance is  the  necessity  of  basing  one's  think- 
ing, which  is  the  root  of  actions,  upon  truth 
while  yet  in  the  youth.  Of  great  application 
to  all  of  us  is  the  admonition  and  exhortation 
that  Alma  the  prophet  gives  to  his  son  . 

Remember,  my  son,  and  learn  wisdom  in 
thy  youth;  yea,  learn  in  thy  youth  to  keep  the 
commandments  of  God."   (Alma  37:35.) 

Take  two  seeds  and  plant  them  in  the  same 
grade  of  soil  with  the  same  opportunity  to 
grow.  Water  and  prune  one  with  great  care, 
but  just  let  the  other  provide  for  itself.  What 
do  you  think  the  results  will  be?  Which  do 
you  think  will  be  able  to  stand  the  heat  of  the 
sun  the  longest?  While  one  will  turn  the  rays 
of  the  sun  into  growing  energy,  the  other  will 
shrink  and  shrivel  from  the  heat.  Such  is  true 
in  life.  We  must  learn  as  youths  to  obtain 
wisdom  and  base,  or  water  our  thoughts  and 
actions  with  truth — eternal  truth. 

Thought,  a  power  which  binds  or  makes 
men  free. 
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The  precedence  of  actions  yet  to  be. 

A  guide,  a  builder  of  self-control. 

Shaping  the  destiny  of  the  soul. 

Throughout  the  ages  the  greatest  leaders 
have  been  those  who  have  developed  them- 
selves when  they  were  young.  The  greatest 
example  that  is  impressed  upon  my  mind  at 
this  time  is  the  prophet,  Joseph  Smith.  The 
Lord  really  put  the  old  saying  that  "You 
can't  teach  old  dogs  new  tricks"  into  use 
when  he  chose  the  young  boy,  Joseph,  to  be 
His  instrument  in  restoring  the  fullness  and 
pureness  of  the  Gospel  to  Earth  again.  It 
seems  that  the  greatest  opportunities  present 
themselves  to  those  who  diligently  strive  to 
learn  wisdom  in  their  youth. 

Wouldn't  it  be  wonderful  if  all  people  heed 
the  council  of  the  Prophet  Alma  in  the  Book 
of  Mormon,  and  in  their  youth  start  to  think- 
ing and  acting  along  the  lines  of  righteous- 
ness. It  is  my  belief  that  many  talents  have 
been  wasted  and  are  being  wasted  at  the 
present  time  by  individuals  who  haven't  based 
their  thinking  upon  truth.  Truth  is  the  fairest 
gem  the  riches  of  worlds  can  produce.  Truth 
is  the  foundation  of  all  progress,  improve- 
ment, learning  and  development,  and  when 
one  bases  his  thinking  upon  truth  and  acts 
accordingly  he  is  actually  determining  a 
destiny. 

Sow  a  thought,  reap  an  action. 

Sow  an  act,  reap  a  habit. 
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Sow  a  habit,  reap  a  character. 
Sow  a  character,  reap  a  destiny. 
Paul  tells  us  to  "Prove  all  things;  hold  fast 
to  that  which  is  good."  That  is  a  wonderful 
principle  of  progress.  If  we  build  temples  out 
of  the  lumber  of  our  lives,  the  nails  that  are 
used  are  diamond  spikes  of  truth  which  never 
decay.  Thus  we  should  each  day  hold  fast 
to  that  which  is  true.  We  should  base  our 
development  and  learning  upon  that  which  is 
true  for: 

"Whatever  principle  of  intelligence  we 
attain  unto  in  this  life  will  rise  with  us  in 
the  resurrection.  And  if  a  person  gains 
more  knowledge  and  intelligence  in  this  life 
through  his  diligence  and  obedience  than 
another,  he  will  have  so  much  the  advan- 
tage in  the  world  to  come.  There  is  a  law, 
irrevocably  decreed  in  heaven  before  the 
foundations  of  this  world,  upon  which  all 
blessings  are  predicated  —  And  when  we 
obtain    any    blessing    from    God,    it    is    by 


obedience  to  that  law  upon  which  it  is  pre- 
dicated." (Doctrine  and  Covenants  130: 
18-21.) 

One  of  Brigham  Young's  favourite  teach- 
ings was  "Our  cry  is  not  to  prepare  for  death, 
but — prepare  for  life."  In  these,  the  'Latter 
Days,'  we  have  come  to  a  realization  that 
"The  Glory  of  God  is  Intelligence,"  and  that 
no  one  will  be  exalted  in  ignorance.  Intelli- 
gence, knowledge,  and  wisdom  are  precious 
jewels  that  everyone  can  obtain  for  the  ask- 
ing. "Ask  and  ye  shall  receive;  knock  and  it 
shall  be  opened  upon  you."  We  must  remem- 
ber, though,  that  these  precious  jewels  of  in- 
telligence, knowledge,  and  wisdom  are  built 
upon  the  foundation  of  truth. 

In  our  daily  life,  let  us  begin  each  day  with 
a  sincere  and  humble  prayer  to  our  Father  in 
Heaven,  that  our  thoughts  will  be  pure  and 
wholesome;  then  let  us  go  through  the  day 
with  the  motto  of  improvement  and  the  goal 
of  perfection.

He  has  been  a  wise  counsellor  to 
the  people  in  their  problems.  Both  in  the 
moral  and  technical  phases  of  business  is  he 
helpful.

She  has 
served  as  first  counsellor  to  one  of  her  daugh- 
ters in  the  Relief  Society,  and  carried  out  her 
responsibilities  faithfully  in  this  position.
